Uber tries to keep 
its meter running 
here in Edmonton 


Ride-sharing app. City’s 
director of licensing says 
the globally expanding 
company’s model might 
not work with local rules

Representatives with the ride- 
share app Uber met with city 
officials Thursday as the con¬ 
troversial company explores 
expansion into Edmonton. 

Gany Dziwenlca, the city’s 
director of licensing, con¬ 
firmed city officials met with 
the company for the first time 
on Thursday but said talks are 
in the preliminaiy stages. 

“They were asking ques¬ 
tions about our bylaw and ex¬ 
plaining their service. It was 
more of an introductory visit,” 


he said. 

He said as of right now 
there are no plans for a follow¬ 
up meeting with the company. 

Uber has been expanding to 
cities around the globe since its 
initial launch and recently test¬ 
ed in Calgaiy. The app allows 
people to hail a cab through 
their phone and allows people 
to apply to be Uber drivers, 
often working around a city’s 
vehicle-for-hire bylaws. 

Dziwenlca said Uber’s busi¬ 
ness model might not work 
with the city’s rules. 

“There are parts of their 
service and their mode of oper¬ 
ation that would cause con¬ 
cerns with our bylaw,” he said. 

Balraj Manhas, president of 
the United Cabbies Association, 
said Uber would have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on the local indus- 
tiy if they were to set up here. 

“They will absolutely com¬ 
pete with our cabs,” he said. 

A recent report from Cal- 


gaiy on the company’s appear¬ 
ance there showed several driv¬ 
ers briefly working with Uber 
had insufficient insurance, 
problems with their licences 
and, in one case, an outstand¬ 
ing criminal warrant. 

Manhas said if Uber tries to 
undercut local drivers, it will 
be a major problem. 

“If they’re competing with 
our meter, reducing prices, 
then there’s a major problem 
and we have to come to the 
street to stop this thing,” he 
said. 

A spokesperson for Uber 
didn’t respond to inquir¬ 
ies Thursday but earlier this 
month said the company was 
exploring its options. 

“Uber aspires to be in eveiy 
city around the world where 
consumers and drivers are 
clamouring for more and bet¬ 
ter transportation options,” 
wrote Lauren Altmin in an 
email to Metro.

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Tuition hike proposed 
for U of A law students

Programs across 
province welcomed to 
submit proposals

Post-secondaiy student repre¬ 
sentatives are sounding alarms 
as internal documents indicate 
the Alberta government may 
rubber-stamp major, program- 
specific tuition hikes. 

The one-time increases, 
known as “market modifiers,” 
attempt to correct “anomalies” 
in which an institution in the 
province is charging less for 
a program than comparable 
institutions elsewhere in the 
country. 

University of Alberta Dean 
of Law Paul Paton has put forth 
a proposal that could mean a 
58 per cent tuition hike for law 
students over three years. 

University of Alberta Stu¬ 
dents’ Union Vice-President 
External Navneet Khinda said 
students have been “blindsid¬ 
ed” by the possible hike, saying 
they haven’t received details in 
writing yet. 

“No one knows what’s go¬ 
ing on. We haven’t been pro¬ 
vided the information, even 
when asked. Students aren’t 
able to provide input on how 
much they should pay,” said 
Khinda, who is also the chair of 
the Council of Alberta Univer¬ 
sity Students (CAUS). 

But it’s a different stoiy 
coming from the Faculty of 
Law. 

Paton and Law Students’ As¬ 


sociation President Scott Meyer 
agree that substantial consulta¬ 
tion has been done on some¬ 
thing that hasn’t been officially 
approved. 

“It really has been an un¬ 
precedented level of consulta¬ 
tion. I’ve been in school gov¬ 
ernment before and I’ve never 
seen consultation like this. 
Taking into account a lot of dif¬ 
ferent stakeholders, we believe 
the proposal is fair and equit¬ 
able,” said Meyer. 

A number of concessions 
were agreed upon before this 
updated proposal went for¬ 
ward, said Meyer, adding there 
would be scholarships and 
grants for students. 

Tuitions for law programs at 
12 institutions across the coun¬ 
try were compared, said Paton, 
with the 2014-2015 average sit¬ 
ting at $16,103. 

“What we’re doing is bring¬ 
ing University of Alberta’s 
tuition gradually, in terms 
of a phase-in, to a level that 
would be currently just below 
the average of 12 competitor 
schools,” said Paton. 

John Muir, spokesperson for 
the provincial advanced educa¬ 
tion ministry, cautioned that 
documents provided to media 
Thursday by CAUS were merely 
drafts, and submissions dead- 
fines — or the allowance of 
market-modifier proposals al¬ 
together — could still change. 

“We won’t even consider 
them or approve them un¬ 
less they have a strong busi¬ 
ness case behind them,” Muir 
said. “They have to be able to 
prove that some sort of anom¬ 
aly exists.... To be clear, we’re 
only looking at these for a few 
anomalies that we’re looking 
to correct.”

Express bus route detour 
leaves riders frustrated 


One of Edmonton’s express 
bus routes has people frus¬ 
trated with a detour put in 
place that has tacked on up 
to 40 minutes extra for some 
riders. 

Josh Stock is one of the 
regular riders on Route 90 
who says his commute has 
jumped to 70 minutes from 
30 due to what he says is an 
out-of-the-way detour. 

“What really bothers me is 
this is an express bus route. I 
can understand that they have 
a normal route do that, but to 
have an express just complete¬ 
ly go out of its way, I think it’s 
completely stupid,” he said. 

The re-route started Mon¬ 
day, as city officials created a 
detour due to road construc¬ 
tion on 17 Street. 

City officials say the detour 
route was chosen to accom¬ 
modate all passengers. 

“A significant amount of 


customers board route 90 at 
17 Street and 66 Avenue and 
would be adversely affected 
if route 90 service was with¬ 
drawn from that area,” said 
Quinn Nicholson with Ed¬ 
monton Transit, adding the 
situation is still being mon¬ 
itored. 

Mark Ketterington with 
Amalgamated Transit Union 
Local 569, which represents 
several bus operators in the 
city, says dealing with con¬ 
struction headaches are an 
unfortunate routine part of 
the job. 

“There’s so much construc¬ 
tion and so many crazy de¬ 
tours that it’s impossible for 
buses to stay on time. It’s frus¬ 
trating because a lot of people 
are missing connections,” he 
said. 

The detour will remain in 
place until Sept. 2.

Passengers on four of the city’s 
routes will be able to track their 
bus’s arrival as the Smart Bus 
technology is added by the end 
of the month. 

Routes 3,10,11 and 112 will 
all gain the real-time technol¬ 


ogy that allows riders to track 
when the bus arrives at their 
stop. 

“We’re hying to make sure 
we have all areas of the city cov¬ 
ered rather than having it in a 
concentrated area,” said Janis 
Noble, interactive marketing 
and applications team lead for 
Edmonton Transit. 

The technology upgrade 
will be added to the four routes 
starting Aug. 31. 

Using GPS, the machineiy 
allows passengers to track 
buses on their phones or on 
their desktop computers using 
the city’s ETS Live Bus Finder

The city has approximately 1,000 buses as 
part of its total fleet. 

website. Passengers on the 
real-time tech buses also get to 
experience the automatic stop 
announcements as buses ap¬ 
proach stops. 

A final wave of real-time 
technology will be added to 
three or four bus routes at the 
end of November, bringing the 


city’s total number of buses 
equipped with the machineiy 
to 304 buses. That corresponds 
to about a third of the city’s 
fleet with the new technology. 

“We do need council fund¬ 
ing as the next step,” said Noble. 

The equipment also allows 
city operations to track buses, 
manage incidents better with 
the live look-in and better com¬ 
munication equipment for 
operators. 

City officials plan on incor¬ 
porating the real-time technol¬ 
ogy in their iPhone and An¬ 
droid smartphone app, which 
is currently being tested.

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Healing with hockey. Video 
game for pediatric rehab 
launched at Glenrose 


Hockey and video games — it 
probably sounds like fun to any 
Canadian kid. 

But for pediatric patients 
at the Glenrose Rehabilita¬ 
tion Hospital, the technology 
known as Glenrose Hockey 
Nation is providing a fun way 
to help heal from traumatic 
injury.

We’re grateful we were here 
and not home in our small 
town,” said Biyanna’s mom An¬ 
gela. “She was already a hockey 
fan, so it has been easy to get 
her to do this therapy.” 

Jessica da Costa, Biyanna’s 
physical therapist, said Glen¬ 
rose Hockey Nation is differ¬ 
ent than other game therapies 
because it can be customized 
for speed and even used by pa¬ 
tients in wheelchairs. 

“In just a couple of weeks, 
Biyanna’s been able to go from 



playing for a few minutes to a 
half hour. Her balance, co-or¬ 
dination and cognitive abilities 
are all improving,” da Costa 
said. 

The Glenrose Hockey Nation 
project — an all-Edmonton cre¬ 
ation from concept to design 
to implementation — received 
$20,000 from the Telus Edmon¬ 
ton Community Board, $30,000 
from Can-Am Geomatics and 
over 200 hours of donated de¬ 
sign time from NATT students.

BRIDGE PRESERVATION 
PLAN DESERVES A REVIEW

Coun. Michael Oshry and his 
colleagues had just returned 
from summer break, and 
things were already getting 
exciting. He’d received a plan 
from renowned local architect 
Gene Dub — who most recent¬ 
ly pieced together the former 
Alberta Hotel brick by brick 
after decades in storage — to 
save and repurpose one-third of 
the Walterdale Bridge as a glass- 
encased cafe. 

Dub, a former councillor 
himself, said he would under¬ 
take the $6-8-million cost of 
rehabilitation and remediation. 
He would pay the city upfront 
for a lease to deliver a unique, 
year-round experience on a his¬ 
torical landmark overlooking 
the city’s jewel. Not only could 
the city possibly save money 
by shortening the $3-million 
demolition, it could also profit. 

Yet the concept didn’t even 
make it to council chambers. 

“It was a very exciting plan,” 


says Oshry. “To throw this in 
at the 11th hour proved to be 
a nightmare to deal with the 
logistics of the demolition and 
the construction of the new 
bridge.” 

Keeping any part of the cen- 
tuiy-old bridge would obstruct 
the view of the $155-million 
modem structure replacing 
it next year. It would lose the 
designed north-end river valley 
trail beneath it. Renegotiating 
the contracts could be messy. It 
would delay construction. And 
it would also have to be put out 
to tender, so there’s no guar¬ 
antee that Dub’s concept, co¬ 
created with a young designer 
and young planner, would be 
the one realized. 

The architect took the rejec¬ 
tion gracefully but he was sur¬ 
prised. The old bridge isn’t set 
for demolition until after the 
new one is completed. His plan 
was financially risk-free and he 
was more than happy to submit 
to a request for proposal. 

“I’d be happy if someone 
else did it,” he says. “I just like 
the idea. You hate to let it go.”

it go? Certainly it’s not the first 
time council has been urged to 
preserve the 101-year-old Wal¬ 
terdale, but never has there 
been a proposal as sound as 
this one. There are just as many 
reasons to say yes as to say no, 
and many of them were already 
written out in council-approved 
city strategy documents. 

From the Winter City Strat¬ 
egy: “(Transform) Edmonton 
into a more inviting, vibrant 
and prosperous place for resi¬ 
dents, business, industry and 
tourists throughout the winter 
months, while still being true 
to our heritage and our connec¬ 
tion to nature and the environ¬ 
ment.” 

And the River Access Strat¬ 
egy: “The strategy will balance 
environmental stewardship 
with encouraging a broader ap¬ 
preciation for activities on the 


river and in the river valley.” 

But most importantly, the 
Historic Resource Management 
Plan: “Identify, facilitate, pro¬ 
tect, manage and promote the 
preservation and reuse of his¬ 
toric resources to enhance the 
quality of Edmonton’s environ¬ 
ment for the benefit of present 
and future generations.” 

The job of an Edmonton city 
councillor, or a transportation 
planner for that matter, is often 
a thankless one. They’re inun¬ 
dated by the sheer amount of 
development and strategizing 
in our city. But we’ve been here 
before and, in the name of effi¬ 
ciency, lost so much of our own 
histoiy. 

“It’s just part of a maturing 
urban fabric,” says Dub, “to 
consider what we’ve got rather 
than try to wipe eveiything 
clean and start over.”

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Jim Prentice calls for more 
accountability in government 


Term limits pitched. 

Candidate pushes for 
transparency during 
Alberta Tory leadership 
debate on Thursday 


Overall, a package of reforms 
are needed to improve trans¬ 
parency and accountability 
in government, says Alberta 
Toiy leadership hopeful Jim 
Prentice. 

Prentice, along with 
Thomas Lulcaszuk and Ric 
Mclver, attended a PC leader¬ 
ship debate in Edmonton on 
Thursday night. 

“It should involve turnover 
in our political system, bring¬ 
ing new people, renewal into 
our political system. Things 
like term limits, these will 
all form part of an account¬ 
ability act,” Prentice said at 
one of the last all-candidate 
debates in the campaign. 

Speaking to reporters after 
the debate, Prentice, who 
brought the idea of term lim¬ 
its up earlier in the day, said 
two terms for premiers and 
three for legislature members 
— limits that would be a first 
in Canada — would ensure a 
steady stream of fresh faces 
in government. 

“Term limits? Really?” said 
fellow candidate Ric Mclver. 
“I believe in democracy — 
Albertans should decide who 
sits in the legislature. We 



shouldn’t tell them who they 
can elect and who they can’t.” 

The debate before more 
than 100 people often grew 
testy as the candidates sought 
to paint each other as insid¬ 
ers who can’t be trusted to 
change an atmosphere in the 
government that the prov¬

Alberta’s opposition parties 
want an investigation into 
reports that five people have 
died after being transferred 
from a care home for the se¬ 
verely disabled in Red Deer. 

Residents of the Michener 
Centre are being moved to 
community group homes as 
part of a government plan to 
close much of the facility to 
save money. 

New Democrat David Eg- 
gen says the reports suggest 
that five of 41 people who 
have been transferred in re¬ 
cent months have died. 

Liberal David Swann says 
such transfers must stop until 
there is a proper investigation.

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Convict in 
prison again 
after 6 years 
of freedom 


Appeal. Colorado man 
says being tossed back 
in prison is cruel and 
unusual punishment 


A Colorado convict sent back to 
prison after mistakenly being 
released 90 years early says it 
was cruel and unusual punish¬ 
ment to put him back behind 
bars after he reformed his life. 

An appeal filed Wednesday 
in the case of Rene Lima-Marin 
also says his constitutional 
rights were violated when a 
judge in Januaiy ordered him 
to finish his sentence after he 
started a family during nearly 
six years of freedom. 

Lima-Marin, now 35, was 
convicted in 2000 of multiple 
counts of robbeiy, kidnapping 
and burglary after he and an¬ 
other man robbed two Aurora 
video stores at gunpoint when 
he was 20. A judge issued him 
back-to-back sentences for a 
total of 98 years in prison. 

But a court clerk mistakenly 
wrote in Lima-Marin’s file that 
the sentences were to run at 
the same time. Corrections of¬ 
ficials depend on that file to 
determine how much time an 
inmate should serve, and Lima- 
Marin was released on parole 
in 2008. He got a job, married 
his former girlfriend, had a son 
and completed parole before 
authorities realized the mis¬ 
take in Januaiy and sent him 
back to prison. 



He did not reoffend and 
lived openly in the same com¬ 
munity where he committed 
the crimes, his attorney, Patrick 
Megaro, noted in the filing to 
the Colorado Court of Appeals. 

Arapahoe County prosecu¬ 
tors have said Lima-Marin was 
fully aware of the error and 
never notified authorities as 
he set about building his life. 
He withdrew an appeal of his 
sentence in 2001, a rare move 
that prosecutors say proves he 
wanted to avoid further court 
action that would call attention 
to the mistake. 

“To conclude he should 
have insisted that he was be¬ 
ing wrongfully released from 
prison ignores reality,” Megaro 
argued in the appeal. “No 
rational individual would ques¬ 
tion the motives or correctness 
of his jailers and insist that they 
remain in prison for the rest of 
their life.” the associated press

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Judge says no 
to Florida’s gay 
marriage ban 


Ban had been added 
in 2008 vote. A U.S. 
federal judge rules 
Florida's ban to be 
unconstitutional 


A federal judge on Thursday 
declared Florida’s ban on 
same-sex marriage unconsti¬ 
tutional, joining state judges 
in four counties who have 
sided with gay couples. 

U.S. District Judge Robert 
L. Hinkle ruled that the ban 
added to Florida’s constitution 
by voters in 2008 violates the 
14th Amendment’s guaran¬ 
tees of equal protection and 
due process. Hinkle issued a 
stay delaying the effect of his 
order, meaning no marriage 


licences will be immediately 
issued for gay couples. 

Hinkle, an appointee of 
President Bill Clinton, com¬ 
pared bans on gay marriage to 
the long-abandoned prohibi¬ 
tions on interracial marriage 
and predicted both would be 
viewed by history the same 
way. 

“When observers look back 
50 years from now, the argu¬ 
ments supporting Florida’s 
ban on same-sex marriage, 
though just as sincerely held, 
will again seem an obvious 
pretext for discrimination,” 
Hinkle wrote. “To paraphrase 
a civil rights leader from the 
age when interracial marriage 
was struck down, the arc of 
history is long, but it bends 
toward justice.”

Key Hamas 
leaders die 
in airstrike 


Gaza airstrikes. Israeli 
missile attacks leave 
three senior Hamas 
military leaders dead 


An Israeli airstrike in Gaza 
killed three senior Hamas mil- 
itaiy commanders Thursday, 
delivering a likely blow to the 
organization’s morale and 
highlighting the long reach of 
Israel’s intelligence services.

Senior leader admits 
Hamas’ involvement 


A senior Hamas leader has said 
the group carried out the kid¬ 
napping and killing of three 
Israeli teens in the West Bank 
in June — the first time anyone 
from the Islamic militant group 
has said it was behind an attack 
that helped spark the current 
war in the Gaza Strip. 

Saleh Arouri told a confer¬ 
ence in Turkey on Wednesday 
that Hamas’ militaiy wing, the 
al-Qassam Brigades, carried out 
what he described as a heroic 
operation hoping to spark a 
new Palestinian uprising. 

“It was an operation by your 


brothers from the al-Qassam 
Brigades,” he said, adding that 
Hamas hoped to exchange the 
youths for Palestinian prisoners 
held by Israel. 

Hamas has repeatedly 
praised the kidnappings, but 
Arouri, the group’s exiled 
West Bank leader, is the first 
member to claim responsibil¬ 
ity. Israel has accused Hamas of 
orchestrating the kidnappings 
and earlier this week identified 
Arouri as the mastermind be¬ 
hind a plot to stage an uprising 
in the West Bank.

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Liberia. Hundreds line 
up for rice in slum sealed 
oft to stop spread of Ebola 


Government officials handed 
out bags of rice and sachets of 
drinking water Thursday to 
residents of an impoverished 
slum in Liberia’s capital where 
tens of thousands of people 
have been barricaded in an ef¬ 
fort to stop the spread of Ebola. 

International aid workers 
warned that more help was 
needed as the countiy battles 
not only the virulent disease 
but also hunger as travel restric¬ 
tions have blocked food from 
getting to parts of the capital. 

In West Point, hundreds of 
residents lined up to receive 
government provisions a day 
after authorities put up barbed 
wire barricades and enforced a 
blockade of the area that kept 
market traders from entering 
or leaving. 

Prices were skyrocketing in¬ 
side the community on a pen¬ 
insula, with the price of water 
quadrupling in a matter of days 
in the slums where there is 
no clean running water amid 
steamy temperatures. 

“At the moment, West 
Point is stuck at a standstill 
and is in an anarchy situa¬ 
tion,” said Moses Browne, who 
works for aid group Plan Inter-

On Wednesday, residents 
of West Point clashed with 
police and soldiers hours after 
the neighbourhood was sealed 
off, furious that they were be¬ 
ing blamed and cut off from 
markets and jobs. The situa¬ 
tion calmed down on Thursday, 
though fears remain about how 
much food and water will be 
brought into the peninsula. 

By afternoon, hundreds of 
anxious residents lined up at 
the food distribution point to 
await their rations. The World 
Food Program said it would also 
begin distributing food in the 
area in the coming days. 

Liberia is being hit espe¬ 
cially hard by the dreaded virus 
that has killed 1,350 people in 
West Africa, accounting for 576

2 aid workers recover 
from Ebola infection 


Atlanta. But doctors 
don’t know whether 
experimental drug 
helped or if patients 
improved on their own 


Two American aid workers 
who were infected with the 
deadly Ebola virus in Africa 
have been discharged from 
an Atlanta hospital, where the 
scene Thursday was festive and 
celebratoiy — a stark contrast 
to the sterile atmosphere that 
marked their arrival nearly 
three weeks ago. 

Dr. Kent Brantly, 33, and 
Nancy Writebol, 59, were in¬ 
fected while working at a mis- 
sionaiy clinic in Liberia. They 
were given the experimental 
drug Zmapp and flown back 
to the United States for treat¬ 
ment. Brantly was released 
Thursday, and Writebol quietly 
walked out of the hospital’s 
isolation unit two days earlier. 

“Today is a miraculous 
day,” Brantly said. He walked 
into a news conference hold¬ 
ing hands with his wife, and 
a line of workers from Emoiy 
University Hospital paraded in 
and stood behind him. 

Doctors and medical ex¬ 
perts say it’s not known 
whether the drug helped or

Parliament rejects 
calls for premierto 
quit despite protests 

Pakistan’s parliament on 
Thursday rejected calls for 


Prime Minister Nawaz Sha¬ 
rif’s resignation as uncon¬ 
stitutional despite massive 
anti-government protests 
just outside the assembly in 
the capital Islamabad. 

The resolution, sup¬ 
ported by nearly every 
opposition party, marked 


a defeat for cricketer- 
turned-politician Imran 
Khan and popular cleric 
Tahir-ul-Qadri, who have led 
weeklong protests from the 
eastern city of Lahore to the 
gates of parliament calling 
for Sharif’s ouster over al¬ 
leged voting fraud. 


The assembly rejected 
the protesters’ demands for 
Sharif’s resignation and the 
dissolution of parliament, 
vowing to “uphold the 
supremacy of the constitu¬ 
tion” and the “sovereignty 
of the parliament.”

CRTC. More consumer 
choice, price cap for 
basic service among 
broad proposals 
offered up by regulator 


Canada’s broadcast regulator 
has issued broad new propos¬ 
als that could dramatically al¬ 
ter how Canadians receive and 
pay for their television. 


The proposals issued Thurs¬ 
day by the Canadian Radio¬ 
television and Telecommuni¬ 
cations Commission include 
requiring cable and satellite 
providers to offer a basic ser¬ 
vice made up primarily of lo¬ 
cal Canadian channels. 

The CRTC is also proposing 
a so-called piclc-and-pay struc¬ 
ture that would allow Can¬ 
adians to choose individual 
channels, on top of a basic ser¬ 
vice. And it suggests the price 
of that basic service could be 
capped at between $20 and 
$30 per month. 

But at least one consumer 
group says the CRTC hasn’t 
gone far enough and should al¬ 
low Canadians a “pure choice.” 

“What store do you walk 
into, or anywhere else, where 
you’re told you’ve got to buy 
certain things before you can 
buy what you want?” said

Airline wars. 

United bets 
on top flyers’ 
appetite for 
hot meals 

To win the hearts of fre¬ 
quent business travellers, 
United Airlines is going 
through their stomachs. 

The carrier has been 
looking for ways to woo 
back some of its top fly¬ 
ers who defected to other 
carriers following a rocky 
merger with Continental 
Airlines. So, it’s upgrading 
first-class food options and 
replacing snacks with full 
meals on some of its short¬ 
est flights. 

The changes, announced 
Thursday, mean that instead 
of potato chips, chocolate 
chip cookies and bananas, 
passengers on flights of 
at least 800 miles will get 
meals such as chicken and 
mozzarella on a tomato 
focaccia roll, or turkey and 
Swiss cheese on a cranberry 
baguette. Currently, meals 
are only served on flights of 
900 miles or more — trips 
that usually last close to two 
hours. 

Passengers on 13 extra 
routes, such as Houston-to- 
Des Moines, Iowa, will be 
getting full meal service 
starting in February. 

The move comes as 
American Airlines goes the 
other way, eliminating hot 
meals on most flights less 
than 1,000 miles start¬ 
ing Sept. 1. The change 
— which upset many 
frequent flyers — is part of 
American’s merger with US 
Airways and does expand 
meals to some US Airways 
flights that previously only 
had snacks. Delta Air Lines 
serves first-class meals on 
flights of more than 900

Richard: Mark, enchant¬ 
ing, whimsical and sweet 
are words I could use to de¬ 
scribe The F Word, and the 
film earns each and every 
one, but it is also more than 
that. 

Director Michael Dowse 
doesn’t allow the tone to 
get sugary and slip into sac¬ 
charine mode. 

He’s aided by a smart and 
funny script by Elan Mastai, 


but it’s Radcliffe and Kazan 
that drew me in. 

The pair has chemistry 
to burn and their conversa¬ 
tions have a ring of truth 
that don’t feel contrived or 
rom-commy. 

Mark: Richard. This is an 
incredibly sweet-hearted 
movie that will do nothing 
to alleviate the problems in 
the Middle East. 

Nevertheless, the movie 
is about 25 per cent more 
realistic than most rom- 
coms and I was so grateful 
for that. 

But I’ve never seen a 
movie where the characters 
were so polite to one an¬ 
other; no wonder they set it 
in Toronto. 

RC: It’s more realistic than 


most rom-coms, with some 
real romance and some ac¬ 
tual laughs. 

The once proud roman¬ 
tic comedy genre had been 
suffering form a bad case of 
the Katherine Heigls, but 
movies like this and 500 
Days of Summer and Warm 
Bodies are persuasive at¬ 
tempts to reclaim the rom 
com from the Bariymore 
Method© and bring back 
the golden years when Harry 
could still meet Sally without 
all the annoying Heiglisms in 
between. 

That it makes Toronto 
and Canada look sexy and 
romantic is just an added 
bonus. 

MB: I was also grateful for 
the indie score and the way 
the characters looked a lit¬ 


tle mussed, with some vis¬ 
ible pores and an occasional 
zit, even if they all sported 
impossibly cute and expen¬ 
sive eyewear.

Poor Zach. Minutes after his 
girlfriend Beth (Aubrey Plaza) 
kicks him to the curb, an ac¬ 
cident befalls her and she dies. 
Unable to reconcile this loss, 
Zach (The Amazing Spider- 
Man 2’s Dane DeHaan) begins 
hanging around Beth’s parents’ 
home, if for no other reason 
than to still feel as though he’s 
part of her world. Things get 
extra complicated when Zach 
discovers Beth is not dead after 
all. Or rather, she’s undead — a 
zombie. And though her par¬ 
ents are fully aware of their 
daughter’s ghoulish condition, 
neither they nor Zach want 
their second chance spoiled, 
even when Beth begins to get... 
hungiy. 

Life After Beth is an amusing 
new comedy that also functions 
as an effective horror film, with 
its dark subtext of just how ir¬ 
rational grief can push us to 
extremes, never allowing the 
laughs to overtake it. That 
grief turned into blind hope 
is essayed perfectly by Beth’s 
mother, played by former SNL 
stock player Molly Shannon, 
with her patented toothy smile 
barely concealing the broken 
matriarch beneath. 

“She’s overjoyed,” the veter¬ 
an actress says of the emotion¬ 
ally battered Mrs. Slocum. 

“I mean, who would ask 


questions when their baby 
comes back. All the pictures 
you never took, the things you 
never said, it’s a miracle and 
she knows it. So that’s how we 
played it. We did it realistically 
and it was up to me to look for 
the truth in the character.” 

Playing Shannon’s husband 
is none other than John C. 
Reilly, an actor whose crinkled 
face and permanent bed-head 
cues hilarity in myriad films 
like Walk Hard, The Prairie 
Home Companion and Step 


Brothers. And as Shannon ex¬ 
plains, if it wasn’t for Reilly, she 
wouldn’t have had the chance 
to do what is, in essence, some 
of the best work of her career. 

“John and I have been 
friends for years,” says Shan¬ 
non. “We met on Never Been 
Kissed and instantly made a 
connection. He’s one of the fun¬ 
niest stoiytellers I’ve ever met 
and we just get along great. It 
was John who recommended 
me to the producers. We met 
for dinner and he was raving 


to me about the script, going 
off about how great it was. So 
he made it happen and we had 
such a good time making the 
film. It was like an arts camp.” 

Fun it may have been to 
make and fun it is to watch. 
But again, no matter how many 
absurdist laughs blast from the 
screen, life After Beth is first 
and foremost a zombie film 
and an effective one at that. But 
when pressed as to why films of 
this kind continue to be popu¬ 
lar, Shannon is somewhat in 
the dark. 

“Oh my, I don’t really know 
why people like zombies. All I 
do know is that I really, really 
hate death. It sucks. And you 
always hope that you might go 
on after you die. Maybe that has 
something to do with it?” 


Mad Men creator Matthew 
Weiner was able to wrest only 
33 days to shoot his long-gestat- 
ing directorial debut, Are You 
Here, so it helped that he had a 
trusted team to lean on. 

The nine-time Emmy Award 
winner ported over practically 
the entire crew from his belov¬ 
ed moody period piece, work¬ 
ing with Mad Men’s cinema¬ 
tographer, editor, casting team, 
production designer, composer 
and hair and makeup depart¬ 
ments. 

Getting the band back 
together helped turn “what 
could have been a scaiy experi¬ 
ence” into an “adventure,” said 
Weiner. But even with a simi¬ 
lar team behind the camera, 
Weiner was hesitant to guess 
whether the exacting fans of 
his decorated TV drama would 
find something to love in his 
earnest debut film. 

“It’s hard for me to know,” 
said Weiner during last Sep¬ 
tember’s Toronto International 
Film Festival. “Obviously I 
cherish the fact that I have a 
devoted audience on the show 
and that there is an expectation 
of anything from me — and the 
fans are quite protective and 
opinionated about the show. 

“I do think that people who 
enjoy Mad Men for the fact that 
it’s layered and for the fact that 
it doesn’t judge the characters 
and that there’s some depth to 
it and some honesty about how 
people behave — they will find 
something in the movie that’s 
veiy similar. It stands up to 
multiple viewings. And I think 
it just doesn’t have a lot of judg¬ 
ment. (The characters) are four 
veiy flawed people and they’re 
doing the best that they can, 
and you kind of realize that by 
the end of the movie, which is 
tragedy and it’s poignant and 
it’s beautiful. And that’s really 
what I’m shooting for on the 
show.” 

Still, the shared creative 



DNA between the two projects 
doesn’t translate into many sur¬ 
face-level similarities. For one 
thing, Are You Here — open¬ 
ing in Canada both theatrically 
and on video-on-demand this 
Friday — is firmly contempor- 
aiy, a buddy-dramedy centring 
on self-centred weatherman 
Steve Dallas (Owen Wilson) and 
his bipolar stoner best bud Ben 
Baker (Zach Galifianakis). 

When Ben’s father dies, the 
odd couple venture home to his 
family ranch to spar over the in¬ 
heritance with Ben’s pragmatic 
sister, played by Amy Poehler. 

Ultimately, Weiner says 
this is a stoiy about a character 
who needs to get off drugs (the 
perpetually faded Steve) and a 
character who needs to get on 
them (manic Ben). 

Weiner has rapturous praise 
for his cast. He was long a fan 
of Wilson’s knack for “guileless 
likable characters” and praises 
his “light comic touch,” but 
wanted to challenge the glib 
character type Wilson usually 
portrays. He was “blown away” 
by Poehler, and Galifianakis 
brought a “huge ego” and “im¬ 
periousness” to his character 
that are, of course, completely 
absent in his real personality.

Changing channels

On the growing dominance of cable and online shows over traditional networks 


Emmy out of water. 

Loose rules have 
allowed dramatic 
shows to switch 
categories this year 


If it walks like a drama and 
talks like a drama but calls it¬ 
self a comedy, that’s just fine 
with the Emmy Awards. 

But the audience for Mon¬ 
day’s ceremony (8 p.m. EDT, 
NBC) may be confused when, 
say, the Netflix women’s prison 
saga Orange Is the New Black 
pops up as a nominee for best 
comedy series. 

“The Emmys are being 
loosey-goosey about categoiy 
placement,” said Tom O’Neil, 


author of The Emmys reference 
book and organizer of the Gold 
Derby website. 

The tactic isn’t frivolous. 
Shows are angling to better 
their odds of winning TV’s top 
honour, which can bring pres¬ 
tige and more viewers. 

Emmy bragging rights are 
another matter. With the ex¬ 
plosion of cable and online con¬ 
tent, traditional broadcast net¬ 
works are finding themselves 
shut out or lightly represented 
in major categories, including 
best drama and comedy series. 

NBC late-night host and 
ceremony host Seth Meyers 
is ready to take advantage of 
broadcasting’s plight. 

“That’s a thing that I think 
eveiyone in the audience will 
be aware of, and being some¬ 


one who’s on a broadcast net¬ 
work makes it a lot more fun to 
make jokes about than if I were 
someone on the cable side lord¬ 
ing it over eveiyone,” he said, 
chuckling. 

The decision by Orange to 
compete as a comedy despite its 
bleak setting puts pressure on 
four-time best-comedy winner 
Modem Family. The ABC ser¬ 
ies — vying for a record-tying 
fifth win (with Frasier) against 


a buzzy Internet newcomer — 
may look a lot less modem to 
Emmy voters. 

Another apparent fish-out- 
of-water is Showtime’s dysfunc¬ 
tional family series Shameless. 
After coming up empty as a 
drama contender, it jumped to 
the comedy pool. 

Other comedy contend¬ 
ers are The Big Bang Theoiy, 
Louie, Silicon Valley and Veep.

Laverne Cox realizes she is 
having a winning moment 
as a transgender actor in en¬ 
tertainment — including an 
Emmy nomination — and she 
hopes her stoiy will continue 
to inspire others. 

“It gives me hope that any¬ 
thing is possible. I’m a black 
trans woman from Alabama 
raised by a single mother 
from a working class back¬ 
ground. And I think, in a lot 
of ways, my story is what this 
country is about and should 
be about,” Cox said. 

“There’s a lot of strife go¬ 
ing on in the world right now, 
particularly (for) the folks in 
Ferguson, Missouri — send¬ 


ing love to them — that I 
think we need a sense of 
hope and possibility. We need 
a lot of love and I hope my 
story inspires people.” 

Cox is one of the stars 
of Netflix’s Orange Is the 
New Black, which recently 
debuted its second season. 

The breakthrough show 
received 12 Emmy nomina¬ 
tions, including outstanding 
comedy series. 

The series won three 
honours at the creative arts 
Emmy ceremony last week, 
including best guest actress 
in a comedy series for Uzo 
Aduba, who beat Cox. 

Cox is currently filming 


the third season, and re¬ 
vealed that the plot about 
women behind bars thickens. 

“I can’t tell you who I had 
scenes with ... (but) the scene 
we shot today was juicy. I was 
like, ‘Oh my God.’ Stuff goes 
down,” she said.

Myth l: Feminists can’t listen 
to rap or watch 
The Bachelor 

For the record, Gay loves The 
Bachelor. “I embrace the label 
of bad feminist because I am 
human. I am messy. I am not 
hying to be an example,” Gay 
says in Bad Feminist. One of the 
reasons Gay decided to release 
her book is to tell women to 
give themselves a break. “It’s 
important to have high stan¬ 
dards, but it’s also important 
to recognize our humanity and 
that sometimes we’re not going 
to get it right,” she tells us. “We 
can be feminists and we can 
be imperfect in our feminism. 
I think what matters is inten¬ 
tion.” 


Myth 2: There’s nothing left 
for feminists to fight for 

Gay says one of the reasons why 
she thinks many young women 
are hesitant to call themselves 
feminists is because they think 
we’ve reached a point where 
men and women are equal. 
“We’re no longer thinking the 
struggle is real because we’re 
no longer fighting for literacy 
or the right to vote,” she ex¬ 
plains. But she says that even 
though the fight is more subtle, 
it’s still important. “We’re fight¬ 
ing for equal pay. We’re fight¬ 
ing for reproductive freedom. 
We’re fighting for the rights of 
transgender women and queer 
women. The fights are differ¬ 
ent, but equally important.” 


Myth 3: Feminists are 
automatic role models 

Gay may have a big following, 
but she insists that she is not 
a role model because eveiyone 
is human and bound to mess 
up. “People who are placed on 
pedestals are expected to pose, 
perfectly. They get knocked off 
when they f— it up. I regularly 
f— it up. Consider me already 
knocked off,” she says in her 
book. Instead, she urges people 
to keep feminism simple. Be¬ 
lieving that men and women 
are equals and should be treat¬ 
ed as such, but also spending 
Saturday night grinding with 
guys to degrading music is im¬ 
perfect feminism, and that’s 
perfectly OK. 


Vested interest

It’s interesting that we’re 
still at a point where femin¬ 
ism has to be defined every 
time it’s talked about.

Athletic 
bodies urged to do more 
to deal with head injuries 


A coalition of health and 
sporting groups across the 
country is calling for Can¬ 
ada’s athletic organizations 
to get more proactive about 
protecting participants from 
head injuries.
